The title as designated and fixed by the Board is as follows: 
 

State taxes shall be increased $24.6 million annually by an amendment to the Colorado 
constitution concerning the creation of a real estate transfer tax to expand the availability of 
affordable housing, and, in connection therewith, commencing July 1, 2009, imposing the transfer 
tax at the rate of $.04 for each $100 paid in certain real property transactions; creating a Colorado 
housing investment fund to which transfer tax revenues are credited; specifying the permissible 
uses and allocations of moneys in the fund for affordable housing purposes; exempting revenues 
from the transfer tax from state and local government revenue and spending limits; and requiring 
the General Assembly to enact legislation to further the purposes of the measure. 
 
The ballot title and submission clause as designated and fixed by the Board is as follows: 
 

Shall state taxes be increased $24.6 million annually by an amendment to the Colorado 
constitution concerning the creation of a real estate transfer tax to expand the availability of 
affordable housing, and, in connection therewith, commencing July 1, 2009, imposing the transfer 
tax at the rate of $.04 for each $100 paid in certain real property transactions; creating a Colorado 
housing investment fund to which transfer tax revenues are credited; specifying the permissible 
uses and allocations of moneys in the fund for affordable housing purposes; exempting revenues 
from the transfer tax from state and local government revenue and spending limits; and requiring 
the General Assembly to enact legislation to further the purposes of the measure?
